3. COMMONWEALTH PASSED MODERATE RHODESIAN RESOLUTION 

A FOREIGN OFFICE OFFICIAL HAS TOLD EMBASSY LONDON THAT 
THE COMMONWEALTH CONFERENCE IN OTTAWA DID NOT APPROVE 
AN EXTREME STATEMENT ON RHODESIA AS TANZANIAN PRESIDENT 
NYERERE AND SOME OTHER LEADERS WISHED. INSTEAD, THE 
CONFERENCE ACCEPTED A MODIFI BRITISH DRAFT WHICH IN 
ESSENCE SAID THE COMMONWEALTH COUNTRIES AGREE WITH THE 
BRITISH APPROACH TO THE RHODESIAN PROBLEM. ACCORDING TO 
THE BRITISH OFFICIAL, GENERAL GOWON OF NIGERIA PLAYED THE 
ROLE OF A MODERATE, SAYING THAT HE RECOGNIZED THE USE OF 
FORCE AGAINST RHODESIA WAS NO LONGER APPROPRIATE.

4. CHILE: TRUCKERS REJECT GOVERNMENT ULTIMATUM 

EMBASSY SANTIAGO REPORTS THAT TRUCKERS REJECTED A 
GOVERNMENT ORDER TO END THEIR STRIKE IN 24 HOURS OR 
FACE MILITARY REQUISITION OF THEIR VEHICLES. MERCHANTS 
HAVE THREATENED TO JOIN THE STRIKE IF FORCE IS USED 
AGAINST THE TRUCKERS. A FBIS REPORT FROM BUENOS AIRES 
STATES THAT IT IS UNLIKELY THAT THE GOVERNMENT WOULD TRY 
TO REQUISITION THE VEHICLES, PENDING EFFORTS BY A PROMI-
